of "Ujruzzi, "cousin-of the King of Italy 
•who Is reported" to be engaged to 
marry Miss ..Katherine Elkins, sailed 
fo^'Eufo'p'e ..today on the steamer Lus- 
itania.' Up to the-hour, of''sailing, the 
Duke declined to:affirrn or deny the re- 
ported engagement but his demeanor 
was 
regarded, by the reporters who 


gathered at tho steamship pier as not 
that of a ma.n who had failed in an jm- 
portant mission. 


The .Duke was registered as Luigi 


Sarto. He boarded the steamer early 
tl>Is morning and was accompanied to 
the dock by an Italian attache of the 
legation' at Wasliingtin and by a. se- 
cret service man. To the reporters at 
the dock, he said: 


"I am very sorry, that I have no in- 


terview to give out. but come and see 
me at eight o'clock." 


"But' the- ship sails at that hour," 


said one of the newspaper men. 


"Yes, I know. I stayed up late to 


escape this. Every thing is all right.

Elkins' 
family has refrained 


from making any public statement and

Mrs. Monahan has 


worn herself out with nursing her hus- 
band and daughter, and last night retired 
about 9 o'clock. 


She knew that she had to give'her hus- 


bnng his medicine about midnight, and 
awoke with a start shortly after 12. She 
says she had been dreaming and sup- 
poses that she was not quite awake 
when she took what she thought to be 
the medicine from a table and gave it to 
the sick man. 
' 
As the burning fluid touched his tongue 


Monahan gave a shriek and attempted 
to" avoid swallowing it. but without suc- 
cess, and Mrs.'Monahan. hastily lighting 
the light, realized that she had given 
him poison. 
Hurriedly sho ran into the 


street and sought out Dr. Zumwald, who 
lives at 720 Courtland avenue. 
Tho phy- 


sician returned with her and worked over 
Monahan for more than two hours, but 
lie was unable to counteract the effect 
of the poison, which had permeated tha 
weakened man's system. 


Mrs. Monahan, speaking of tho tragedy 


this morning, said: 


"I must have been in a dream when 1 


did It. 
I was so exhausted from sleep- 


less nights spent tending my husband 
and our iittlc one .that it was hard for 
me to arouse myself to get tho medicine 
and I suppose I was not quite awake 
when I took the bottle of acid from the 
table." 


Monahnn was thirty-eight years old 


and a native of Ireland.

PARIS, March H.—As startling as 


the charges of immorality which A. 
Hart 
McKee 
made two days ago 


against 
his wife, Cornelia 
Baxter- 


Tevls-McKee. in his suit for divorce, 
are the sensational financial accusa- 
tions which were flung into open court 
yesterday by the PJttsburg man's at- 
torney, M. Labori. 
According to these fresh charges, 


during the three years of their mar- 
ried life McKee spent $335,000, which, 
with the exception of $90,000 paid to 
the family of his first' wife, was all 
extended upon the beautiful daughter 
of Governor Baxter. 


MeKee avers that Cornelia tvas pos- 


sessed of a mad gambling spirit, which 
overpowered her senses at sight of the 
green cloth or whir of the little ivory 
ball around the roulette wheel, and 
drove her to the wildest Earning ex- 
cesses while she suffered from its in- 
fluence. McKee claims that Cornelia 
squandered 
$21,820 at 
Monte Carlo 


during three and a half months' stay 
there, when they were living together 
in intimacy, waiting for the Pittsburg 
courts to divorce him from his first 
wife. 


Mrs. , McKee Is- accused of having 


forced open her husband's safe In their 
Paris home and rifled it of its contents, 
including $60,000 in bonds, precious 
stones, coins, letters and a. small col- 
ored notebook, the latter turning out 
now to be the most precious bit of 
evidence in the husband's favor, since 
it contains his Hat of the expenditures, 
and is held by Labori to be strong 
documentary proof of the 'husband's 
counter charges. 
Jilted Lover Haunts Her. 


A highly dramatic feature of the 


affair which has just come to light is 
an extract from a letter which Mrs. 
Tevis wrote to McKee before they 
were married, in which she tells of a 
frightful 
dream 
bhe had 
of Gerald 


Hughes, 
the young Denver 
lawyer 


whom she .lilted to marry Hugh Tevis. 


"I dreamed last hight," she wrote, 
that I «aw Gerald Hughes shoot my 


father with a revolver. 
I don't be- 


lieve in dreams; but I would* not be 
surprised if Hughes had been doing 
me all the harm he possibly could." 


The court forced Mrs. McKee to 


give up the property which was taken 
from the safe—Ijtters, accounts and 
notebook—to her Jiusband. The bonds 
and money have been given to a no-

them in trust 


pending a settlement of the suit. It is 
from this notebook that Labori quoted 
the vast expenditures that Hart Mc- 
Kee made on his wife.

It was just prior to their marriage 


that Hart

McKee, dated December, 1004, in which 
she apparently counsels him to allow 
the divorce to go and return to her 
anyhow.

The Trouble at Stanford. 


We apprehend that the trouble at Stanford University is not 


as serious as would appear from the reports m some of the news- 
papers, nevertheless it is sufficiently serious to excite thoughtful 
inquiry. A number of internecine disturbances in the faculty and 
student body in the past suggests that something is radically wrong 
at Palo \lto. 
A succession of such incidents as -frave drawn 


unfavorable attention to Stanford during the last half dozen years 
could not occur in a well-ordered, well-governed institution. 
Nearly three hundred students could not be in open revolt against 
those in authority if a sense of injustice did'not bear strongly on 
the mind.-, of the student body. 


It may be that ill-considered and untactful methods are chiefly 


responsible for the present trouble, which may also be, due in part 
to the rebellious and insurrectionary spirit that seems all too per- 
vasive at the present time. 
'But allowing for all this, one must 


inevitably conclude that there is a deeper cause for the friction con- 
tinually "trising at Palo Alto. 
There is either unfair dealing- or 


some reason to suspect unfair dealing. 
Perhaps there has been 


top much small politics and too little regard for sincerity in the 
governing body. 


However, it must be conceded that the efforts of the faculty 


to suppress intemperance are entirely commendable, even if the 
methods adopted are lacking in tact. 
While respect for personal 


liberty is to be encouraged, the boozing habit, which has become 
all too common at Berkeley as well-as Palo Alto, should be sternly 
suppressed. 
Indulgence in alcoholic stimulants is not only per- 


nicious in its effects on mind and body, but it breeds a spirit of 
insubordination and prompts resistance to constituted authority. 
It is at war with orderly rule and steady habits. 
It not only 


interferes with the courses of study, but generates discontent and 
incontinent desires. 
Still there is this much to be said about the 


matter: 


The liquor habit should be put down, and can be put clown, 


without driving a large proportion of the undergraduates from 
the university or inflicting rankling wounds on their manly pride. 
And thus we get back to the proposition that there is a self-evident 
absence of sympathy and cordial understanding between faculty 
and student body. 


Youth is prone to be passoimate and ebullient; it is hasty in its 


judgments and quick in its resentments, and impatient of the 
restraint-; of authority. 
But, on the other hand, the natural sense 


of justice is strong in the young, and it responds with warmth and 
enthusiasm to sympathetic appeals. 
The sense of right is there, 


and only needs to be touched to bring it out and array it on the 
side of morality and order. 
If pricked unjustly or with the rude- 


ness of tyranny it runs readily to riot and anger. 
Thus a good 


man may by harshness and incidental injustice mar a good cause 
and distort splendid ideals till they rally in- defense of what is 
inherently vicious and ignoble. 
Perhaps something of this sort 


has occurred at Stanford. 
Possibly the war against the drinking 


habit has been too despotic and uncompromising to achieve the 
results it was intended to accomplish and which should be achieved. 
We do not know. It is well, however, to keep in mind that the akn 
in view is to discourage intemperance and encourage self-discipline 
and self-restraint. Rigid discipline in government fails of its object if 
it inspires a feeling of oppression and a loathing for the object 
it is intended to serve. 
To be respected, authority must be worthy 


of respect.
